My 
buddy’s a mechanic, and he 
doesn’t know how many cars 
he’s fixed for a bag of weed. It’s 
just rife over there - there’s the 
surfy attitude, that laid-back 
vibe that maybe the UK doesn’t 
have. Although, I live in the UK 
and lots of kids smoke weed. I 
know a lot of people who have 
garages just so they can sneak 
out like Brad Pitt and smoke. 

TOKES AND JOKES 

I’m of the George Carlin school 
of writing. I’ll write jokes out 
while completely straight, 
then on Sunday I’ll take all 
those jokes, add a couple of 
tokes, and then it’s punch-up 
time. I’ve found that to be a 
nice formula. 

A LIFE CHOICE 

Things could have worked 
out differently if I’d never 
actually smoked marijuana, 
but you can’t really look at the 


past too much. If you smoke 
enough weed, you can’t really 
remember it anyway. 

OLDER AND WISER 

I smoke for different reasons 
now I’m 42. When you’re 
eighteen years old you're 
smoking, drinking, having a 
party, picking up chicks, but 
when you're 42 you just want 
to have a coffee, have a joint, 
read the newspaper, take your 
dog for a walk and have a less 
boring day than you otherwise 
would. It’s not about partying, 
it’s just having a nice day. 

THE GREEN CROSS 

I’m in Los Angeles at the 
moment, where they have 
medical marijuana. It turns 
out a lot of people are very 
sick. I went to a doctor, and it 
turns out I’m sick too! I have 
a hangnail. A buddy showed 
me how many different kinds 
of weed you can buy here. One 
of them was called Alaskan 
Thunderfuck. If you have 
something that only Alaskan 
Thunderfuck can cure, you're 
gonna die.

With my own work I like 
to mix and repeat characters, words 
and patterns randomly. Drawing 
characters is great because once 
you have a character you can add 
personality to it and a world around 
it, so there’s loads you can do with 
them. They aren’t strictly comic 
characters because there’s not a lot 
of dialogue but I’ve always liked the 
idea of giving someone who looks at 
my stuff the freedom to interpret it 
in the way they want to. 

THERE’S A CONSISTENT THEME 
OF CATS, BLOOD AND GUTS... 

I can keep giving the cat different 
personalities - it’s also one of the 
first characters I used for Suckout so 
I think he’ll always represent me. 
There seems to be a running theme 
of cartoonists drawing cats. I like 
the patterns, guts and leaves because 
they cut away from just character 
stuff all the time. There’s also an 
ugly face inspired by old movie close- 
ups that I use a lot. 

IS THERE A STORY BEHIND THE 
NAME SUCKOUT? 

Since I started using Suckout I’ve 
learnt that there are a bunch of 
different meanings for it that I can’t 
honestly claim influenced me into 
picking it. A lot of cartoons I read 
when I was younger had singular 
titles that seemed quite random 
(Peanuts, The Beano) but seemed 
to reflect the style appropriately. 
Suckout just stuck when I started 
doing cartoons and I think it fits, I’m 
not that precious with it -1 like to 
pick it apart and make fun of it. 

YOU WORK A LOT FOR DROP DEAD, 
HOW DID THAT COME ABOUT? 

I was studying art at the time but 
it was really bothering me. I was 
trying to learn the digital side which 
my lecturers insistently discouraged, 
I have a written assessment that 
says I will never make anything 
as a professional artist. I ended 
up putting work online, and Oli 
e-mailed me about working on a 


jacket with a robot firing 
on the back of it. I really liked his 
ideas and had never worked on 
anything custom before, so it was a 
great opportunity to learn which it 
taught me way more than studying. 
We did that on a freelance basis then 
the opportunity came up to work 
in-house. 


WHAT ARE THE MAIN SOURCES OF 
INSPIRATION FOR YOUR WORK? 

I’ve always watched a lot of TV and 
movies and listen to a lot of music. 

I think this must have inspired 
my decisions when it comes to 
drawing. I also find counter-cultural 
movements really interesting. 

DID YOU ALWAYS WANT TO DRAW 
FOR A LIVING? WAS IT HARD OR 
DID IT ALL JUST FALL INTO PLACE? 
I’ve worked a few different jobs but 
always went home to draw. I think 
the biggest hurdle for anyone who 
does something creative or artistic 
is putting work out there and 
dealing with being judged/criticised 
in a calm way without letting it 
damage your confidence. 

WHAT ARTISTS OR ILLUSTRATORS 
HAVE INFLUENCED YOU MOST 
OVER THE YEARS? 

I like Gilbert Shelton (who created Fat 
Freddy’s Cat and The Fabulous Furry 
Freak Brothers) and Bill Watterson 
-1 don’t think I’ll ever stop reading 
Calvin and Hobbes. 

WHAT DO YOU DO WHEN YOU’RE 
NOT DRAWING? 

Sitting around drawing isn’t the 
best exercise so I do a bit of that - 
sometimes TV wins, though.

they’re the same person from 
the beginning of that season. 
This is the only series where it’s 
always been based on change, 
just like chemistry itself. This 
character completely changed and 
is going to change even more in 
these last eight episodes. 

DOES HOW GOOD BREAKING 
BAD’S BEEN MAKE CHOOSING 
YOUR NEXT JOB HARD? 

It does. I mean, I don’t need a job. 

I never have to work again in my 
life. But I love acting. I love it! I 
love studying human behaviour, 
replicating it perhaps in some 
other way and it’s so much fun to 
tell stories and effect emotional 
change from people. The worst 
thing you can do is bore someone. 
You can make me angry, joyful, 
gleeful, pissed off, sad, any 
emotion is fair, just not boredom. 
DO YOU HAVE ANY HOPE FOR 
WALTER IN THE END? 

For Walter White, maybe the 
change for the better is that 
he doesn’t live through it. 
Obviously I wouldn't say 
that about myself when

become so toxic, 
so cancerous 
himself, to 


other people. He's a danger to his 
family and those around him. 

WHEN DID WALT FINALLY GO 
OVER TO THE DARK SIDE? 

Walt lost himself in the first 
episode when he decided to 
lower his morality in order to 
gain financially - that's when 
he compromised his soul and he 
brought this on himself. 

IS IT STILL A CHALLENGE 
PLAYING HIM? 

It’s so challenging, because there’s 
no room to get bored, because of 
the constant change. There is a 
danger in a long-running series 
where you’re repeating emotions. 
But with this, that doesn’t exist. 

It's like a rollercoaster ride. I don’t 
know where it’s going. I don’t 
know what’s going to happen 
to Walter White in the last eight 
episodes. 

WHEN YOU GO TO A DARK PLACE 
WITH THIS CHARACTER, DO YOU 
FIND YOURSELF STAYING THERE? 

I have a method of getting out of 
it. If I need to stay in it, I’ll isolate 
myself so I’m not around a lot of 
chatter, so I can come in and focus. 
For the most part, I’ve worked 
out a system where I go into the 
make-up trailer after work and 
put two hot towels around my 
head and face. I look like the 
Mummy, and I sit in the chair for 
a few minutes, and let the steam 
open up my pores. It’s euphoric 
and otherworldly. You take a little 
mind-vacation. That gesture seems 
to wipe away all that energy, and I 
take off Walter White’s clothes and 
go home, and I'm Bryan. 

WHAT’S YOUR DEEPEST, DARKEST 
FEAR, IN REAL LIFE? 

Having my throat slit, bleeding 
out. Or anything happening to my 
family.

WHICH WORKED OUT GREAT. 

It feels great, but they still toy 
with me on a day-to-day basis. 
Bryan’ll come up to me, give me 
this huge hug and say, “Man, it's 
been such a wild ride, right?

Great, 
great job.” And then I'm slowly 
like, “Why are you... What's going 
on?”
